It
makes bim nt once, within his distriet, the
great being who can reward his friends and
punish his enemies; and this, with party poli-
ticians, is the wvearest approach to omnuipo
tence their imaginations can comcsive. Bat
they do not always content themaelves with
thees shadowy glories that thus attend upou
the power they olaim: il has for many a
much more direct and tapgible valne. It is
capabla of being coined into cash. Oificas are
songht throughout the world, including the
United States, becanga they are worth some-
thieg, becanse they bring in revenue—sala-
ries, perquisites, piokings, *“‘chances;” aod
for all thege golid and substantial thinga he
musl be a very base-minded vffice-seeker who
is not willipg to pay. There are memburs
of Congress who puta cash valoe on the
places they procure for their friends, and who
demand its payment in acknowledgwent of
their gervicea for thus prooaring them,

If Genaral Graot or anybody elie supposes
that a power of this sort—at onos 5o pleasing
and o profitable—is to be gurrendored without
a stroggle, he mistakes ths practicsl, pushing,
aud pertinacious character of the Awmerican
Copgressman,

Next vomes the claim of papera—Ilstters of
regommendation signed by thonasnds of active
and ipiflnential membsrs of *‘the party’’—to
be deemed conclusive in mattera of appoint-
ment.,  All the departments at Washington,
all the custom-houses, post-offices, and other
public buildings of the land are crammed full
of them. The enterprising applicsnt nsusally
draws his letter up himself, has it legibly
vopied, and hires as many persons as he oan
afford to varry it around for signatures.

existence; yet every oua is expuclad to sign it

A8 & matter of gonras, and as & peneral thing
they do. They have not the independencs to
refuge nor the time to explain, and the favor
is but n emall ope, such papsrs bhaving no
weight; 80 their vames go on sund the thing is
ended. This i3 the way in which sach letters
of recommuendation are usnully procured.
They say but littls, avd that little is usually
false. It does not peed much reiluction to
show that, as proof of fitness ior office, they
are absolutely worthless, Yol appointments
are copstant!y made on the strength of them,
aud the appointing power nses them to exonse
| what may prove to be a very bad appointment
on Lis part.

The weakuess of the whole thing is appa-
| rent, and it onght pot to b ditlivnle to uproot

a practice that has go little Lo recommend it.

Yot it is very difiicult. A great deal is said to

excuse it, 1t iz said to be the only way in
| which the merits of the application and the
wishes of the party can be made known to the
appointing power, who uatnrally must feel
grateful for information which he needs so
munch,

What this mode of making appointments
has done for our vivil gervice, we know to our
cost. Whether it can be reformed and im-
proved we are yet to learn. ILis yuite cer-
| tain that the attempt to chanpge it, in any
eseential respect, will be flercely and strenu-
onsly registed by the combined interests which
thrive and profit by it. And this is bat one
of the many waye in which the country will
be brought to a declsive test of the gquestion,
whether it is governed by the will and for the
welfare of the great body of the peopls, or for
the profit and at the pleasure of special oliques
aud combinations.

The Tenuessee Conservatives,
From the N. ¥.

We resently printed a latter to the editor of
this journal from several representative men
of the Tenvessee conservatives, including ex-
Governor Neil 8. Brown and ex-Senator Henry
®. Foote, The other siguers, though not 8o
widely known, are equally respec and in-
fluential at home. Wae ask for it thethought-
ful reeard of all who heartily unite in General
Grant’s aspiration—*'Let us have Peace.”

The novel feature in this letter is it fall
concurrence in the position we proclaimed
long ago, that universal amnesty and impar-
tial suffrage are each desirable and neceasary
of iteelf, and not merely as a counnterpolse to
the other. When we declared, in November,
1564, that we favored universal amnesty at all
events, we did not mean, and did not imagine
that we conld be supposed to mean, that we
would in any case abandon our advocacy of
impartial suffrage. We meant only that, if
there had never been a slive nor & negroin
the land, we shounld have stood for universal
swnesty a3 wise and benefloent; that we did
uot propose a dicker, nor support universal
amnesty mersly becnuse we desired impartigl
suflrage, but becanse we decmed it wise and
right.

The only practieal gnestion is that of timea.
No man who #ven pretends to statesmanship
can donbt that enfranchisement is destined to
be univeraal, It is virtnslly setiled slready
that the blacks are to vote ia apite of their
color. Who belleves that a large class of
whites sre to be left nuder the ban for ever/
Those digfranchised for participation in the
Rebeilion are inevitably superior in intelli-
gence, in politivsl experience, and even in
general alility, to their enfrapchised neigh-

bors. Can the pyramid stand on its apex for
ever! Do we not need whatever capacity
we hiave * Have we not & right to Its freest
nse ! And how can it ba said that A. or B, is

the choles of his district for Congress or of his
Btate for Governor, if a large portion of the
people oan neither vote nor be voted for!
Apd (in short) sincea every ome who kpnows
anythipg must know tuat the removal of the
existing disabilities iz & quertion of time only,
why not settle it at once, and give peace to
the conutry !

We have never yet been able to determing
the precize measure of obligation which we
owe to the people of Kuglaud for their self-
abnegation in permitting themselves to be
deprived of the conunsel and {nstrootion of
that eminently esrnest and philogophical po-
litical Zand “morsl tescher, Mr. Goldwin
Swith, and o consenting to the trausfer of
that bright and shining IHght to the shores of
this Lemisphere. Mr, Goldwin Smith {8 what
i termed in England a *“‘Demoorat,”’ and, as
wo have no end of Demodcrals in Awerics, to
sond another hers, a8 a special favor, is rather
too much like adding sweets to the aweel, o
say nothing of the faot that Koglish *‘Demo-

orate,'’ after landing In America, are gene-
nllr obgerved to be transformed into the
similitnde and likeness of red or black ite-
ublioans—a ohange which some observers
ave attributed, perbaps withont sufficlent
grounds, to the effects of the mal de mer,
which is known to bring many hidden things
to light, and whioh has been observed to
change the lily-white complexion of a prima
donno to & ghastly bottle-gresn. Nor have
wa been greatly alded in the determioation
of the question of whether Eogland’s loss
by the migration of Mr. Goldwin Smith has
equalled our gain, by the perusal of an epiatle
lately nddressed by that gentleman to the
“Workingmen of Fogland,’”” throogh the
colnmug of thie Hoshive, & trades-union journal
of Lopdon. BSo far are we from being enlight-
ened by this letter, that it has befogged us in
an entirely new olass of speculations arising
from the suspivions which it awakens that,
bhad the workingmen aforessid been a Mutle
more demooratic—in Mr, Goldwin Smith's so-
ceptation of that word—he *wonld have re-
mained in their midst to bless them; and that
it bas only been beoause they wers, in his
opivion, hopelepaly given over to “‘beer and
bribery,"” and wers willing to be led like
voting cattle to the polling-booths by the
Platocracy, who have taken the place of
the old aristocracy, that he has forsaken
them to come to this happier olime, where
beer, when drank at all, iz heroloally paid

for by the cousnmer, where bribery ia
wholly unknown, and where it I8 noto-
riously much essier for a rich man to

pass through the eye of a needle than to be
eleated to Congreas under any olronmstances
whatsoaver, our legislators being invariably
gelected from the laboring classes—those an-
gaged in that ardnous toil, known aa ‘'pipa-
laying' being espeocially favored—our Presi-
dents always befng rail-splitters, tailors,
or tnopers, It appears that, had there
been the alightest hope of bringing about
guch a state of things as this in England,
Mr. Goldwin Smith wonld have remainsd
there to aid in the work; but that, as the case
was a wholly bopeless ome, he resolved
not to wenr out his life in fruitless toil.
The recent election in Great Britain, he de-
clares, go far from beiog a victory of demo-
cracy, wag ounly a trinmph of money; the
Honge of Commons is more than ever the
rich man's club; no wise man can expeot
any goeod thing to vome from snoh a legisla-
tore; the extension of the suffrage, from
which such mighty resnoits wera to tlow,
has placed the Government of the country
more firmly than ever in the handa of the
nobles and the rich parvenues; the new elec-
tors have not only lailed to send even asingls
mwowber of their own ¢lnss to represent them,
but they have permitted the few old members
who enfertained pronounnced demooratic
opinions to be expellea from their seats, True,
Mr. Goldwin Smith thinks that all this was
bat nainral—the new electors were like Adam
in the garden; the woman tempted him snd
he did eat; the rich men in England davgled
the “‘almighty pound’’ before the eyes of the
newly-enfrauchiscd, and straightway they
voted the wrong ticket. The most alarm-
ing part of the business i3 that, unlike
Adam, they are not zdhamed, probably be-
cange they are not naked, bat are newly clad
in gaiments bonght with the “fi'-pun’ notes”
thiust by kid-gloved fingers into their horny
palms.  Apd slthough the Lord punished
alike the tempter and the tempted, Mr,
Gioldwin Smith thinks it so entirely in accord
with the instivets of Kuglish huoman nature
that a poor man should sell his vote to the
highegt bidder, that he has no worda of con-
dempation for the bribed, aud reserves all his
wrath for the bribers. Bomething may possi-
bly be done, he thinks, by substituting the

*‘Kither a Tory ora professing Liberal’’—no
genuipe Liberal, of courae, would have op-
posed him-—would have run against him;
“and I conld not have afforded to fight him
with my own money, and | could not have
brovght myself to accept pecuniary aid even
from the most generous hands, * # ¥ A
wan is not bound to ruin himself, much less
to degrade himself, im seeking it (a seat in
Parliament), and I conld not have repre-
sented the workingmen except on terms con-
slstent with their honor and my own.”” And,
moreover, had he been slected to Parliament,
he conld have done his constituenta no good,
for® “being untrained to debate, I conld not
bave given even a forcible expression to
our views.’”' There is no little meat to be
f.und in these few kernels, In the first place,
even with Mr. Goldwin SBmith, it seems to be
all & mere matter of money. A geat in Par-
liament is only to be bought. Could he have
“afflorded” the expenditure requisite to buy
the necessary number of voters, be does not
make 1t apoesr that avy soruples of principle
would have stood in hie way; a8 he conld not
“Yafford’”’ that expenditure out of his own
